lianee in London, Rev. J. G. Oncken of Hamburg, | 


Prussia, he said, had thirty-three different govern- 
ernments the anthorities pursued a course of persecue | 
We should, however, be ex- 


jovinent, in the other interior States, of a measure of 
liberty which we did not enjoy prior to the revolution. 

While the Prussian government was more liberal, pre- | 
vious to the revolution, than other governments, the 
one in Wurtemberg was still more liberal, that) being 
the only part of Germany where the churches were 
net perseented. At Hamburg, where he was at pres 

ent located, they continue toenjoy all they could wish, 
public worship being carried on without any disturb- 
ance, 

In the grand-dachy of Mecklenburg, however, perse- 
eution had been renewed. A brother missionary 
who had been laboring there, had been driven out of 
the country; and another brother was expelled, at 
half an hour's notice, for having instructed three little 
children on the Lord's dav from the sacred seriptures. 
The natives, in some of the towns, had also been 
threatened with the payment of heavy fines for hold- 
ing religious meetings; aud one brother had been ex- 
pelled in consequence. A powertal remonstrance on 
the part of British Christians of all denominations 
might influence the government of Mecklenburg, and | 
induce them to adopt move lenient measures, |

—one that suggests such an odious distinction in so- 
ciety, (and free society, too,) that parents, from pride 
alone, would keep their children wholly ignorant, 
rather than subject them to this ignominy of caste.— 
A tund of about twenty thousand dollars is set apart 
for the poor children, and the number of these is as- 
certained, from a report sent up annually by the In- 
ferior Court of each district to the Executive depart- 
ment. Even this miserable pittance is frequently 
lost to the poor children through negleet mn the Court 
tomake return, If the ratio distributed be not suf- 
ficient to meet the educational wants, the grand juries, 
who usually sit a week, during which time they are 
engrossed in cases often deemed of more importance 
than care of the poor, are by law requested, not re- 
quired, to advise the Inferior Court to make up the 
deficiency by levying a per centage on the State tax. 
Such isa general idea of the present system, Now 
let us see for a moment how it works. 

The committee, whose address to the people of 
Georgia, we findin the Southern Presbyterian, esti- 
mate the whole number of poor children in the State, at 
from forty to fifty thousand, being about one-third at 
the one hundred and forty thousand children in the 
State, between the ages of six and sixteen. Now, it 
appears from the returns made to the Executive de- 
partment in 1849, that only 30,800 poor children 
were returned, and in 1850 only 32,900. Then it is 
stated that, of this imperfect number returned, but lit- 
tle more than half are sent to school, and this but for 
a third part of the year. Another fact illustrates this 
beautiful system admirably. In many of t he counties 
the grand juries make no recommendations to the 
courts; and in some, when they do, the courts wholly
